The Fire Department can’t control its spending 
on overtime pay and employee benefits because 
the firefighters union has too much power, says a 
report commissioned by the selectmen. 

The report says the department is “hamstrung” 
by its contract with the union. It also labels the 
four deputy chiefs as “mere agents of the labor 
union” and said three of the four of deputies 
wanted to be paid overtime to meet with the con- 


sultants. 


The town paid $8,475 for the independent 
study to identify the Fire Department's strengths 
and weaknesses in advance of hiring a new fire 


chief this winter. 


Union President Thomas Agnew called the 
report one-sided and said the union always has 
the department's best interests in mind

The Stucchis, who moved to 
Lynn two and a half years ago 
from Danvers to live closer to 
their fellow parishioners, have 
traveled together and enjoy the 
But still, this will be 
something entirely new for 


outdoors 


them. 

“We've never really com- 
bined the adventurous side of us 
with the Christian service side,” 
Cyndi said. 

“It’s not like going on a vaca- 
tion where you know what to 
expect,” added Chris. “We're 
going to a new place altogether.” 

Chris said he hopes that after 
their year-and-a-half stay, he can 
say he did his part, however 
small, in helping to mend rela- 
tions between Christians and 
Muslims worldwide. 

“If we have a mutual under- 
standing of our cultures, we're 
helping that foundation of peo- 
ple who want to see better rela- 
tions [between the] two cul- 
tures,” he said.

Korea is located on a peninsula along the 
east coast of Asia. Its neighbors are China, 
Russia and Japan. The mountainous peninsula 
has a rainy season in the summer and cold

It isnow divided into two countries, North 
Korea and South Korea. But it wasn’t always 
divided 

Mongol tribes migrated from central Asia 
to Korea over 3,000 years ago. The people de- 
veloped their own language and culture. Tra- 
ditional religions are Buddhism and Confu- 
cianism 

About 400 BC, some Koreans established 
villages on the Japanese Islands. Most of 
today’s Japanese people are descended from 
these Korean settlers 

Ancient Korea had three kingdoms. In 668 
AD, they were united as one kingdom. Tradi- 
tional Korea ended when Japan took control 
of the country in 1905. 

When Japan surrendered at the end of 
World War II, Korea was divided. The Soviet 
Union took control of the area north of the 38th 
parallel. The United States took control of the 
south. Two separate governments were estab- 
lished 

Many Koreans were not happy that the 
country was divided. In 1950, the North Ko- 
rean army invaded the south to unite the coun- 
try under communist rule 

The United States and other democratic 
countries fought for the South. The Soviet 
Union and China supported the North 

After three years, the war ended in a stale- 
mate. A protective zone was set up along the 
original border. 

North Korea has about 23 million people

It’s tough being a big brother to kids 
that are older than you. 

Just ask Adam Kroll, a 16-year-old 
junior at Andover High School. 

As a volunteer with Big Brothers, 
Big Sisters of Greater Lawrence, and a 
participant in the group’s “Mentoring 
out Loud” program, Kroll has honed the 
sign language skills he first learned in 
an American Sign Language course he 
took as an AHS freshman. 

After completing ASL II at the end 
of his sophomore year, Kroll is now 
good enough at signing to be paired up 
with a hard of hearing little brother 
through the mentoring program, which 
matches ASL-proficient volunteers with 
deaf and hard-of-hearing individuals in 
Andover, North Andover, Lawrence, 
Methuen and Haverhill. 

Kroll’s little brother Malik, 11, may 
be younger than Kroll, who is the 
youngest of the “Mentoring out Loud” 
volunteers, but many of the other hard 
of hearing and deaf participants are 
older than him. 

While conversing with an older peer 
group can be intimidating even in one’s 
first language, Kroll has been aggres- 
sive In signing with everyone, a tactic 
that has brought him extra practice and 
insight into the culture of the deaf and 
hard of hearing

are older than me,” explained Kroll. “It 
felt awkward at first. But they’re cool 
people. I don’t feel awkward anymore.” 

Kroll said many people believe sign 
language is easy. But quick finger 
spellings, pantomimes and individual 
variation make it a true challenge to 
become fluent, he said. 

“It’s really a whole different culture. 
It goes beyond just simple signs,” said 
Kroll. “Everything's so different and 
has such variety.” 

“Adam has very advanced ASL 
skills and he’s only 16,” said Mark 
Speller, Big Brothers, Big Sisters pro- 
gram director. “He’s able to communi- 
cate at any skill level as an ASL practi- 
tioner.” 

Like Kroll, the “Mentoring out 
Loud” program is off to a fast start 

With its inception last January as an 
official program, Speller said it has 
already exceeded initial expectations of 
pairing 15 volunteers with 15 deaf or 
hard-of-hearing individuals. 

“Our goal was basically a grassroots 
effort without seeking funding.’ Speller 
said 

Now the group has enough funding 
from two different sources to take it 
through its first year of operations. And 
there are still have 13 volunteers wait- 
ing to be paired with big brothers or sis- 
ters 

“It is an incredibly fast start,” said 
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Speller. “We had no idea there was 
going to be this kind of response in 
terms of volunteers 

“As far as I know this is a complete- 
ly unique program.” 

People have taken notice from as far 
away as Rhode Island, according to 
Speller 

Harvard University’s Committee on 
Deaf Awareness, led by junior Erika 
Helgen, now participates with the 
“Mentoring out Loud” crew, giving sign 
language classes to Harvard students 
and getting them to join the program to 
pair with a little brother or sister. 

A group of Harvard volunteers and 
the local BBBS participants now meet 
on Saturdays every two weeks, rotating 
between hosting activities in Cam- 
bridge and the Greater Lawrence area. 
Events have included playing football, 
soccer, hacky sack and video games, 
and taking trips around the Harvard 
campus 

“We're not just mentoring the kids,” 
said Helgen. “It’s a really good oppor- 
tunity to not only improve your signing 
skills, but to learn about the deaf com- 
munity and deaf culture in general.” 

Helgen said she was impressed with 
the initiative taken by Kroll to converse

department pinpointed lots of problems but, as 
Selectmen Chairman Alex Vispoli said, no real 
surprises. Selectmen have known for years that the 
contracts to which they and the union jointly agree, 
leave taxpayers with hefty overtime charges. Officials 
were discussing the need to replace Ballardvale Fire 
Station before retiring Fire Chief Chuck Murnane 
was even chief. The next fire chief will need to 
address many long-standing problems, but, with the 
hard work and support of selectmen and union mem- 
bers, can improve the department. 

People looking for the effect passionate commit- 
ment can have need only turn their eyes to River Road 
tomorrow, Friday. Melmark New England, a school 
‘or autistic children, will move into the former Chris- 
tian Formation Center on River Road. The not-for- 
profit organization wanted to come to Andover so it 
could accommodate more children on its extensive 
waiting list. Many issues — including the town’s 
unwillingness to allow sewer — stood in the way. 
Resolving these issues took time. However, state, 
town and Melmark officials found a solution. As a 
result, classes will begin Dec. 6. 

Melmark’s success can serve as encouragement for 
those tackling difficult, persistent problems, including 
the fire department — or Andover Youth Services, 
which every year must look for creative ways to raise 
money. This year, Gov. Mitt Romney’s cuts could 
eliminate $150,000 earmarked for AYS programs. 
While the cuts may be disillusioning to youth pro- 
gram supporters, AYS seems to understand that its 
committed efforts to extend programs are the only 
way to ensure success. On Saturday, AYS opened its 
Christmas tree lot behind West Middle School, selling 
trees and decorations to support its cause. We're sure 
many residents who celebrate Christmas will buy 
from youth services to bolster this program.

“| haven't considered that,” 
he replied. 

The School Committee has 
not yet taken action on his pro- 
posal.

When Kristen McMann of Andover ran the Feaster Five this 
year, she had a whole lot to be thankful for. Her mother, Chery! 
Blaney, was there to run it with her 

Just over a year ago, things looked pretty bleak. Blaney was 
diagnosed with Stage 4 ovarian cancer. An avid runner for the past 
two decades, the South Yarmouth resident first realized something 
was wrong when her daily runs suddenly became difficult. Short 
of breath, she had to stop several times during her run 

“I just chocked it up to getting older. | mean, how could I call 
my doctor and say ‘I’m 58 years old and I can’t run three miles” 
He'd laugh at me,” Blaney chuckled. 

By the end of August 2005, however, Blaney knew the problem 
wasn't her age and, by fall, she'd begun chemotherapy 

“My mom wanted to run with us that year, but instead she 
watched the race from our High Street home.” McMann said. “Me. 
my sister, Heather, and my dad ran for her.” 

The year to follow brought surgery and six rounds of 
chemotherapy. Yet, Blaney’s hope endured. “Through it all, | kept 
trying to keep moving. That’s how I marked my progress,” she 
said.

“| kept trying to do a little more each day,” Blaney said. By the 
time she completed her last round of chemotherapy this past April 
she knew it had paid off 

“By August I was running two miles again. That’s when I knew

She ran it so quickly, McMann said she had trouble keeping up 
with her mom. “My biggest problem this year was holding het 


back — she runs so fast.” McMann said. In the end, Blaney finished 
36th in her age division. Around 7,000 runners compete in the 
race each Thanksgiving day 

It was truly a family affair. Blaney’s husband, Tom, also ran, 
while Heather, who recently had a baby, applauded from the side 
lines and took photos 

"We all wore our hats for ovarian cancer research. So many 
people came to watch her,’ McMann said 

Recent tests have also brought happy news 

“They don’t use the word remission, but my last scans have 
been good. So I'm healthy until someone else tells me otherwise, 
Blaney said. “Hopefully, I still have a few years of running left in 
me.”

a Saturday night, if you lived in the greater 
Lawrence area. The young guys and gals would 
come trom the local high schools: Punchard, 
Johnson, Methuen, Central Catholic and 
Lawrence, We all got along real well. We were 
great rivals in football and other sports, but it 

wasn't carried over to the Saturday night dance. It 
seemed that we boys from Andover would dance 
with Lawrence girls and rarely girls from our 
own high school. The dance band was terrific. 
Roland Russell and his Ramblers played all the 
big band music of the *30s and ’40s. Most of the 
guys in the band worked in the local mills. The 
music was great and they didn’t allow jitterbug- 
ging. The band had two vocalists, Sam and 
Gemma. The war was going strong and the older 
guys were off to fighting the war. Most of us 
were too young for the service but were ready to 
be called when we were of age. I’m not sure what 
it cost to get into the dance but I'd say probably 
50 cents. 

“The place always seemed to be crowded and 
the guys hung out in one area and the gals in 
another. The last song of the evening was ‘Good- 
night, Sweetheart.’ Very few of the young people 
had cars in those days. In fact, buses would bring 
the people from Lawrence and Methuen. I was 
fortunate and lived around the corner on Enmore 
Street, a short walk home unless I accompanied a 
girl home on the bus.” 

Fred continued, “I went back to Andover a 
few years ago and took a ride around the village 
where I grew up. I pointed out the building on 
Haverhill Street that had been the Crystal Ball- 
room. My wife said it seemed small and didn’t 
look like a dance hall. I had to agree with her, but 
as a 16-year-old it was an exciting place to be on 
a Saturday night as we danced the night away and 
the Crystal Ball went ‘round and ‘round.”
